Messrs. Quinn 
Delaney, Gowanlock, Dill, Williscraft and 
Gilchrist were the victims of the massacre 
along with Fathers Marchand and Fafurd, 

The court sentenced eleven to death, but 
on Saturday night a respite came for Charle- 
bois, alias Ducharme, and Man, wilo 
killed a crazy woman in Big Bear's camp,and 
Louison Mongrain, who shot a mounted 
policeman at Pitt, had his sentence oommuted 
to imprisonment for life.

From a letter receiyed by his friends here 
from Mr. S. J. Farrel, of Madoc, who lately 
joined the North West Mounted Police force, 
we are permitted to make the following extragt 
The letter is dated, Regina, Nor. 8th :— 


„lt is a vory cold country, ve are 
over five hundred miles north of Belleville 
and over fifteen hundred miles went so you 
can imagine how cold it ia, the rivers are all 
frozenover and we have had quite a lot of snow 
here, and for the first time since I came 
saw the sun. : 

We are at head quarters andl it is here where 
Riel is in prison. He is to be hung on Tuesday 
the 10th if nothing happens, I have seen him 
two or three times since I came here. There 
has just came a dispatch stating that there is 
a troop of Indians and half breeds within one 
hundred miles of our fort coming to free 
Riel, it has caused great excitement and they 
are all in an uproar in the fort getting their 
rifles in readiness for an attack. If they eme 
they will get a warm reception for there are 
over four hundred men here well armed and 
they all have horses; if they come they may 
get him but they wont get him alive for there 
are two men over his cell with their revolvers 
lomled ready to drop him at any moment. 
There are forty men out every night to protect 
the fort and the men inside have got, their 
orders to form in companies in the yard any 
night at the first alarm. 
clothes on, and our boots and loaded rifles at 
the head of our beds, each rifle holds six cart · 
ridges so if they come I am sure it will be for 
a very short visit for they caut hide behind a 
tree here and fire out at the men for there is 
nothing here but the prairie for miles and 
miles and it is as level as ice. There is alao a 
cannon in front of the fort, they are loading 
it now and e-tting it ready for work. I never 
feared »>° ming before but | dont know what 
to think now, however, I will not shrink till 
I have to. 


The following extracts are taken from a 
letter, dated the day after Riel was oxecuted, 
from Robt. Weir, also from Madoc, to his 
brother J. F. Weir, Trenton: 


We hade very pleasant journey 
until we started up the Georgian Buy then 


quite a number of the boys got sea sick, myself 


with the rest, and it was rather a hard look- 
ing sight, but only for a short time. 

After we had gone through the canal and 
sailed out on the Big Lakes it was verv pleas 
ant indeed, Arrived safe at Regina and went 


on duty. I had the extreme pleasure of hen 


ing the rebel Riel drop from the acaffeld and 
I tell yon it made everything jingle, he had 
a fall of seven und a half feet, and was dead 
in two minutes after he fell, when he dropped 
the boys were heard to say—not in u 
The old rebel is gone, we will have to guard 
over him no more.“ It was reported here 
that Dumont was coming with a gang of cow 
boys to release the prisoner so they ‘had v 
strong guard, thirty-one on foot and as many 
more un horse each night, and ten of each 
during the day. I was one of tha mounted 
patrol. I was on patrol every day and one 
night last week. 

Reil did not have anything to say for him- 

relf only that he forgave his enemies and 
hoped his enemies would forgive him,or words 
to that effect. The Inst words he said 
were, deliver me from evil,“ just as he got 
the last word out, the word was given, the 
bolt was drawn, and down he came with a 
crash, 
I understand that he told the guards that he 
was a prophet and if he was hung he would 
arise after the third day, but we have not 
seen anything of him yet. I senta piece of 
the rope home which wan around his neck, 
you can. see it when you go vp on Xmas. 

I am getting along splendidly with my drill

A Terrible and Fatal Accident. 


We take the following from the Gaylord, 
(Kansas) Herald, of the 10th inst., the un- 
fortunate victim being a nephew of Mr. Henry 
O'Hara, er., of Madoc township. wpe 

Last Friday morning (4th inst.) Mr. Jathén 
Patrick Fhillips, aged 56 years, and his two 
sons, Denuis, aged 20, and Clark, aged 18, 

} living nine miles south of Gaylord,in Osborne 
page while attempting to fasten the roof 
on a frame shed which was becoming loosen 
ed by the terrible gale which prevailed that 
day, met with an accident which resulted in 
the death of the father, the fatal injury of 
the elder boy and the i 
shoulder and left ankle of the younger. The 
particulare-of~the sad accident, as we learn 
them, are as follows :— 5 

About 9 o'clock in the motning it was 


noticed that tlie roof of the frame stable was 


being loosened by the wind on the north side 
the shed being about O feet high on that 
side and 7 on the south side—the gale strik- 
ing it veri rom the north. The two boys 
immediately chimed upon the roof and fast- 
ened the. end of a log chain to one of the 
rafters, dropping the other end to the ground 
to be fastened to à post by their father, Just 
as he was about to make the chain fast, the 
roof was raised bodily by the wind, the hook 
on the end of the chain caught in the/flesh of 
his leg above the knee and he together with 
the young men, was carried into the air with 
the roof and hurled a distance of fifty or sixty 
feet. The old man lived about seven hours 
and was rational until tho last, informing 
his wife that he woe. fatally hurt and coudd 
not live. The eldtr-Boy was taken up insen- 
sible and has so remained up to this writing 
(10th), and the chances are against his recov- 
sery... The younger boy has badly crushed 
‘ankle and shoulder blade, but is resting easy 
and will recover. Dr. Bement, of this place, 
is in atten‘lance. The elder Phillips was the 
father of Mr. J. Phillips, one of the proprie- 
tors of the Gaylord Woolen Mill, and he also 
has a son and daughter living in Nebraska, 
who were telegraphed for and arrived in time 
for the funeral which took place Monday 
afternoon.

SIXTY THOUSAND READY. 


IRISH ORANGEMEN PREPARED TO SACRIFICE
